Eligible Again 


Because of some recent federal 
rule changes, some elderly or dis- 
abled residents who have been 
terminated from the Medicaid 
program) since 1977 may be eligible 
again, 

Medicaid commissioner Faye S. 
Baggiano said the rule changes 
apply to people who currently 
receive Social Security benefits and 
who used to receive Social Security 
as well as either Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) or state 
supplementation checks at the same 
time. 

The Medicaid commissioner said 
several thousand former Medicaid 
eligibles will be notified within the 
next month or so that they may again 
be eligible. 

Persons who think they may be 
eligible because of the changes, she 
said, should contact a Medicaid 
district office or the Department of 
Pensions and Security in their 
county,

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Armadillo Is Becoming A Common Sight In State 


By: Larry Rush 

A strange and wondering 
expression must have registerec on 
the faces of Spanish Conquistadors 
on their first encounter with a nine- 
banded armadillo in old Mexico. 
Being the first Europeans to 
encounter this New World animal, 
they named it an armadillo which 
translates into ‘‘little fellow in 


armor.’ 

The armored appearance of the 
animal is produced by nine grayish- 
brown  ossified (hardened) skin 
plates which cover the back, flanks 
and tail, of this mammal. Other 
characteristics of the armadillo are 
soft skin and a sparse hair covering 
the underside. Its tail is about 16 
inches long, and the armadillo’s neck 


is very short. The head is elongated. 
Armadillo’s ears are long and the 
snout has a tip adapted for rooting 
like a pig. 

Adults grow to about 2% feet 
in length and weigh between 9 and 
17 pounds. Young armadillos are 
minatures of the adults except that at 
birth the skin plates are not 
hardened. Birth occurs during

All young armadillos in a 
litter are the same sex and identical 
in appearance. 

The diet of armadillés i8 chiefly 
insects and their larva. Other items 
include ants, snails, slugs, 
millipedes and centipedes. Feeding 
is done by exposing insects with 
rooting or digging in litter or soil and 
then flicking items into the mouth 
with the sticky tongue. The armadillo 
has poor eyesight and hearing, 
primitive peglike teeth without roots 
or enamel and lacks the mobility of 
modern mammals, yet he has 
expanded his range over the south- 
west and most of the coastal plain 
region of the Southeastern United 
States. He has been in Alabama 
approximately 50 years and 
presently occupies the southern half 
of the state in abundant numbers. 
The armadillo has ad no measurable 
destructive impact on the native 
wildlife forms in Alabama. The chief 
complaints concerning the armadillo 
is the digging in flower beds, lawns, 
gardens and hayfields. There are a 
few complaints about the danger of 
entrance holes of denning burrows 
which are usually located on wooden 
sites. The armadillo is a very old 
form of mammal and remains as a 
living fossil today.

management for the State Dept. of 


Pensions and Security, stated the 
department needed additional 
employees statewide and agreed 
Coffee County needed at least six 
additional workers 

Added workers at the local level 
are needed in the service program 
(3), child support (1), clerical (1) and 
food stamp office (1). 

“Staffing is based on a formula 
fed into a computer,’’ stated Parrish, 
“and the information is not always 
specific enough to fill the needs 
Despite the local shortage, Coffee 
County's department is operating in 
an outstanding manner,.”’ 

Board chairman Fred Donaldson 
told Parrish that ‘Coffee County 
does indeed have peculiar problems 
due to the dual courthouses and the 
military personnel from Ft, Rucker,’’ 
and encouraged Parrish to feed those 
problems into the computer. 

County P&S Director Ron Smith 


reported that he, Donaldson and 
Rep. Jimmy Holley had met with the 
governor's office’’ regarding the 
ritical staff shortage in the county 
and was assured a state review team 
would be appointed to study possible 
solutions 
Smith also stated there were 
trees behind the building that 
needed to be cut down. He said the
